His Task at Nashville. 

Three speeches was the task William. J. 
Bryan found before him when he reached 
Nashville at 8:35 o’clock this evening, after 
a hard day of it across Tennesseee from 
Memphis. But the nature of his reception 
here was sufficient to brace Up any man 
susceptible to ordinary human feelings, The 
railroad station and the streets in its vicin- 
ity. were thronged when his train rolled in, 
and all along the route to the Haymarket, 
where the first speech was made, deep lines 
of people cheered him. An artillery salute 
was fired by a section of Battery A, Tennes- 
see state troops, and a large number of 
political organizations took part in the es- 
cort procession. Twenty-six clubs from 


‘ places in middle Tennessee were in line, on 


foot and on horseback. Some of these 
contingents rode thirty miles to be present. 
About 300 students from the university 
here also turned out tonight. Excursion 
trains had been bringing in big crowds all 
day, and long before Mr. Bryan came thou- 
sands of strangers augmented the crowds 
of Nashville people on the streets. 

The Haymarket is a spacious inclosure, 
and estimated by measurement to hold 59,000 
people.

FOLLOWED OUT BY BOUTWELL 


Revenue Cutter Threatened To Sink 
Dauntless if She Ran Away. 


NEWARK AFTER A FLEET OF OUTLAW BOATS 


Owner of Commodore Notified Collec- 
tor of Customs That He Would 
Be Bulldozed No Longer. 


Jacksonville, Fla., October 5.—(Special.)— 
The Cuban filibustering steamer Dauntless 
put to sea this morning with the revenue 
cutter Boutwell close behind under orders 
to see that she did not stop in the St. 
John’s river to take on any arms or ammu- 
nition, which are stored up the Sisters 
creek, near the mouth of the river. 

Before leaving port the captain of the 
cutter notified the captain of the Daunt- 
less that if he made any attempt to run 
away from the cutter while within the 
maritime jurisdiction of the United States 
he would sink her with solid shot. The 
captain of the Dauntless replied to the col- 
lector of customs that he was going to 
Brunswick to pull off the sand bar several 
vessels that were driven ashore by the 
recent storm. 

The collector gave the Dauntless permis- 
sion to leave port under escort of the cut- 
ter, but gave positive orders that she would’ 
not be allowed to leave if she took on 


board an extra supply of coal that had been > 


placed in sacks ready to put on board. 
The coal was left on the wharf but as soon 
as the Dauntless left port her owners had 
the coal shipped by rail to Fernandina. 

The captain of the Dauntless is Lee 
Lomm, now under bond for carrying out 
an expedition from Brunswick on August 
12th. It is almost a certainty that the 
Dauntless will go to Fernandina, take on 
a supply of coal, and then go to meet the 
Laurada and transfer the men and cargo 
from the Laurada to Cuba. 

To Follow the Three Filiburters. 

Tonight the United States man of war 
Newark arrived off the St.. John’s bar 
with instructions to follow any of the 
three vessels, Dauntless, Commodore or 
Three Friends,.if they should cross the 
bar. The Newark left Key West under 
sealed orders Saturday and today the com- 
mander of the — received informa- 
tion that the Newark’ would assist in 
watching the alleged filibustering fleet. 
The captain of the Commodore has ap- 
plied to the collector of the port for per- 
mission to put to sea as he has been re- 
quested by Major J. W. Sackett, of the 
United States engineering corps at St, 


Augustine,.to.go to Gilbert’s bar and tow. 
a government dredge to Cape Florida, 


Collector Bisbee has not yet granted per- 
mission as he has instructions from the 


‘treasury department not to grant the Com- 


modore clearance papers until further or- 
ders. 

One of the owners of the Commodore to- 
day informed the collector that the steamer 
was going to sea and that if the cutter 
Boutwell attempted to stop the Commo- 
dore, the cutter had better load with solid 
shot for they did not intend to be bull- 
dozed any longer. The cutter Morrill will 
be here tomorrow to relieve the Boutwell, 
which will go on the ways. 


SECRETARY HERBERT AT HOME. 


Torpedo Boat Contracts Are Awarded. 
Bancroft Reaches Gibraltar. 

Washington, October 5.—Secretary Her- 
bert returned to his desk this morning after 
nearly two months’ absence and at once 
took under considerati6n the complication 
arising out of the torpedo boat competition. 

Late this afternoon the secretary settled 
the controversy by awarding two torpedo 
boats of the thirty-knot class to the Bath 
iron works. of Maine, and one thirty-knot 
torpedo boat of the larger class to the 
Union iron works, of San Francisco. 

The little cruiser Bancroft, on her way 
to duty as American guardship at Con- 
stantinople, reached Gibraltar yesterday, 
and relieved all doubts as to her ability to 
cross the Atlantic. 

In the cablegram from Captain Johnson, 
of the Cincinnati, received at the navy de- 
partment today, he said the little ship had 
been delayed ty heavy head winds, but that 
all were well on board.

The reason why they are taken: out 
of the harbor 1s on account of the immense 
number of sharks, which get hold of tne 
bodies and leave no trace. The families of 
officers living in Moro Castle and_ the 
Cabanas have made a complaint. of the 
lamentations and cries they hear late in 
the night. The cries are attributed to pris- 
oners ill treated and taken out. ’ 

On the 23d of September a fisherman no- 
tified the police of the presence of two 
dead bodies lying on the seashore, next .to 


country people, about fifty and twenty 
vears of age. The elder one showed two 
bullet wounds in the back, five bayonet 
wounds in the:stomach, chest and. threat. 
The young man had a bullet wound in the 
loin and several bayonet wounds in the 
body and throat. 

Their hands were tied behind their backs 
and pieces of rope to their necks. The 
‘bodies seemed-to have been in the water 
for some time and putrefaction had begun. 
The bodies were witnessed by a. number 
of people who were driven away by Span- 
ish soldiers. The wounds. were made by 
Mauser bullets. 

Last Thursday night Brombin, Cara d’ 
Guaya and Soca, confined as suspects, were 
taken fron prison at night, carried a few 
miles outside of Havana and shot to death, 
These men were noted on the police books 
as released. 

The news of the bomb loaded with four- 
teen pounds of dynamite, found near a 
gas main, was a fake. It was a trick of 
Chief of Police la Barrera, so stupidly 
managed that the trick was soon discover- 
ed and everyone made fun of it. 

Dry Codfish Without Drink. 

Two men have been arrested as having 
placed La Barrera’s dynamite bomb. They 
are kept at the police station and tortured 
to make them confess. The torture consists 
of feeding them with dry codfish, and not 
allowing them any drink. No other food 
is allowed, and they would die of starva- 
tion if they refused to eat the salted cod. 
This is given as positive, and is said to 
have been the, means employed by Weyler 
in Barcelona, and never failed to produce 
the desired effect.

Shoots Two of His Captors Down Be- 
fore He Is Killed. 


FOUR BALLS BRING HIM TO THE GROUND 


Shot Down, the Moonshiner Rises and 
Fire Again—As Death Comes to 
Him He Discharges His Gun. 


Raleigh, N. C., October 5.—(Special.)— 
The official report of the killing of Barnum 
Jones, outlaw, murderer and moonshiner, 
was received by Revenue Collector Sim- 
mons tonight. 

Jones was killed in Bladen county by 4 
posse of six. The chief of police of Filor- 
ence, 8. C., and Deputy Sheriff Parish, of 
‘Robertson county, North Carolina, erept 
up to within seventeen yards of him -in- 
tending to capture him. He was several 
yards from his shotgun when he discovered 
the officers, but sprang to it and shot 
them both. 3 

Then he ran, and loading as he went, 
fired again. 

The posse fired at him and four bullets 
-struck him. He fell, but reloaded and rose 
and fired, but missed. 

Then he was shot and fell, but as he wen? 
down fired both: barrels at the posse again. 
The third vohey killed him, one bullet 
piercing his brain, another his heart and 
the third his abdomen. 

The verdict at the inquest at Lumberton 
is that the killing of Jones was justifiable. 
There 4s some doubt that Jones murdered 
men in Alabama and Texas. He had twice 
recently made attempts to kill people 
in Baden. :

FOUND DEAD BESIDE HIS GUN. 


Alabamian’s Death May Have Been 
Due to Accident.

There Colonel Clay Repeated 8tate- 
, ments of the Populist. 


THE LATTER TOOK IMMEDIATE OFFENSE 


Issued a Letter Denouncing Colonel] 
Clay—Phase of the 
Controversy. 


Chairman Clay, of the democratic com- 
mittee, and Chairman Cunningham, of the 
populist committee,’ seém to be celebrating 
the close of the state campaign by paying 
their respects each to the other in language 
forcible, if, not eloquent. 

In his speach at Winder, which was pub- 
lished in Sunday’s Constitution, Chairman 
Clay arraigned the chairman of the state 
populist committee, referring to certain epi- 
sodes in the history of Mr. Cunningham, 
which he, Chairman Clay, did not regard as 
in keeping with the highly nroral tone 
which has presumably been given to the 
populist effort to secure office since it con- 
stituted itself as the party specially called 
upon to look after the morals of the people 
of Georgia. | : 

Chairman Clay charged that the attacks 


‘which had been made upon himself by per- 


sons pretending to be democrats had been 
inspired by Chairnfan Cunningham, and in 
view of these attacks, he took the 
liberty to express his ‘views of 
Mr. Cunningham—which he did in a way 
certainly not complimentary. 

The speech was widely read, and created 
much discussion throughout the state. 

Yesterday Mr. Cunningham replied to it 
in the following card: 


“Atlanta, Ga., October 5, 1896.—To the 
Public: I see from The Constitution that 
Steve Clay, in a speech delivered at Winder, 
has seen fit to attack my private character. 

“In the management of this campaign I 
have endeavored to conduct it as a gentle- 
man, and in no instance have I attacked 
the private character of Clay or any of

fined ourselves entirely to attacking the 
public acts of the denrocratic chairman and 
his nominees, and the infamous methods 
and appeals used by Clay to secure the 
votes of the ignorant and vicious.

Battey Buck, Who Fought a Duel to 


Death, Arraigned in Court. 

Augusta, Ga., October 5.—(Special.)—The 
story of the deadly duel on September Iitn,

Ten witnesses were sworn, but the effect 
of their testimony was simply to prove 
that Battey Buck fired the shots resulting 
in Shinall’s death. Two witnesses swore 
that Shinall said before he died that Buck 
had killed him. Willie Shinall, Jr., nine 
years old, swore that he was in the room 
with his mother and saw Buck shoot his 
father. He swore that Buck fired frst 
and that during the shooting his mother 
grabbed him up and ran out of the room. 

The boy cried when he told of the killing 
of his father and. Buck was visibly affected. 
There was an effort to show that Willie's 
grandfather had instructed him what to 
say, but he claimed that his grandfather 
had promised to give him 10 cents if he 
would go there and tell the truth. 

Magistrate Leon bound Buck over to the 
October superior court on a charge of man- 
slaughter and fixed the bond at $500, which 
has not yet been given. Buck is a boy of 
seventeen, rather prepossessing in appear- 
ance.

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SPEAKS AGAIN ABOUT BISHOP 
HAYGOOD INTERVIEW. 


| Refers to the Facts of the Case and 


Gives Some Pertinent 
Questions. 


Atlanta, Ga., October 5, 1896.—Editor Con- 
stitution: Coming home tonight, for the 
first time my attention was called to Mr. 
Walter B. Hill’s letter in your issue of 
this morning. Suffer a word of reply. 

My letter and remarks at the tabernacle 
made certain points: First, that in No- 


vember, 189%, Bishop Haygood announced 


himself as opposed to prohibition being 
carried into state politics and said that 
he believed in prohibition only by local op- 
tion. Mr. Hill says he “thoroughly 
disbelieved in the alleged interview.”’ He 
has learned that 4t was four times publish- 
ed in Georgia and never here denied. He 
now admits its authority. He must know 
that the “‘subject’’ about which Bishop 
Haygood said the interview was not ex- 
actly what he said was the personalities 
therein. 

The two other matters treated in that in- 
terview were ‘‘prohibition’® and ‘“‘the modi- 
fication of our railroad commission law,” 
and as to them his subsequent published 
utterance had no relation; his attention 
was not directed to either of them, nor 
did he in any way allude therein to either 
of them. ; 

Mr. Hill asserts that the bishop’s spéak- 
ing in Texas and Tennessee in favor ef 
state prohibition shows he had changed his 
mind. I know nothing of those campaigns, 
but take it for granted that Mr. Hill would 
have quoted something the bishop there 
said if he had had anything in point. He 
has had some weeks for preparation. — If 
he will show where the bishop ever said 
he would vote with any party provided it 
would declare in favor of state prohibition, 
he will be meeting the question at issue. 
Quoting what he said about liquor sellers 
or church members voting with them to 
rent houses or get offices, plays no part in 
the controversy. If it were intended as an 
argumentum-ad nominem it missed its mark. 
I never rented any store to a liquor seller, 
nor refrained from proclaiming my views for 
any office. I want no office. I voted for 
Overby in 1855 for state prohibition, 
and was ingloriously snowed under. 
I voted for local prohibition in Atlanta. 
—— my childhood I have lived prohibi- 

on. 

My next point was that Bishop Haygood 
opposed mixing the church in politics, and 
I proved it by quotations from his latest 
published work—‘“The Monk and_ the 
Prince.”’ ; 

Nor do Mr. Hifll’s citefTons of the actions 
of Methodist conferences show that they 
ever undertook even to advise their mem- 
bers to forsake their former political al- 
liances and join anything which would sail 
under the banner of prohibition, even 
though it hung under the outspread flag 
of the national populist party. he utter- 
ances of those conferences are not inter- 
ted by even their members. 

My third point was that the church had 


no right to dictate how its members should | 


vote, and that the supreme court of Geor- 
gia had as much right to decide how long 
a minister should preach or pray. I joined 
the Methodist church when very young, 
and never heard any such extravagant 
claim of jurisdiction made for it until Mr. 
Hill seemed so to assert. 

‘Mr. Hill seems to thing that I have of- 
fended Bishop Haygond’s ghost. I hope not 
and helieve not. The bishop and I were 
strong friends up to his death, as my cor- 
respondence with him will show. I greatly 
admired him and revere his memory 
Mr. Hill says his only word to me is: ““‘The 
spirit of the dead judge between me and 
thee.’ The spirit of the dead will not 
bother itself about him or me; it is at 
better and more profitable work. I say 
let the living judge on next Wednesday 
whether church membership, good morals 
or anything else requires that the political 
opinions and associations of a lifetime 
shall be sacrificed and trodden underfoot, 
and a party which democrats denounced 
be voted for bv them only because it holds 
out a false light, a pretense of being able 
and willing to do more for prchibition 
than those who have already voted liquor 
out of ne one hundred and one 
of the one hundred and thirty-seven coun- 
ties of this state. I will be satisfied with 
the judgment of the living; let Mr. Hill 
wait for that of the dead.

There is hardly a populist 
voter in the state today who does not 
believe in democratic principles, and 
there would be no populist party in 
Georgia today if the men who make up 
the rank and file of that organization 
had not felt that principles are more im- 
portant than any party. 

Why did the populist voters leave the 
democratic party? Simply because the 
national organization was betraying a 
tendency to swallow the heresies that 
are now known under the name of 
Clevelandism. Since the war the south- 
ern and western democrats, succumbing 
to the view that it was necessary to 
‘success to carry New York, permitted 
the democrats from the _ republican 
states to dictate the platforms and 
name the candidates of the party. This 
was so disgusting and disheartening to 
earnest men that, thousands of good 
democrats, in sheer desperation, went 
_dnto the populist party. 

They took that step because they knew 
that principles are more important than 
men or party organizations. But now 
they are told by Mr. Watson that the 
essential thing is to preserve the party 
organization. His attitude is that it 
would be better to defeat Bryan and 
elect. McKinley if, by that means, the 
party organization of the populists can 
best be preserved. Why? Simply be- 
cause those who want office imagine 
that it would be easier for them to get 
into office as populists than as demo- 
crats. 

But the fact remains that the popu- 
lists of Georgia left the democratic par- 
ty because they believed that democrat- 
ic principles were of more importance 
than any organization. This being so, 
there is not one of them that can to- 
day give any substantial reason for 
supporting Mr. Seaborn Wright in pref- 
erence to Governor Atkinson. It is to 
be presumed that all of the populist vot- 
ers in Georgia will support Mr. Bry- 
an. Why? Because he has been nom- 
inated by their party. 

But why was he nominated? Because 
he stands: upon the first purely demo- 
cratic platform that has been adopted 
since the war. That is the reason, and 
the only reason. 

This being so, there is no reason why 
those who propose to vote for Bryan 
should not also vote for Atkinson, who 
stands on precisely the same platform, 
and. who has given to the state an hon- 
est, an economical and a vigorous ad- 
ministration. He has not been a parti- 
gan governor. He has administered the 
affairs of the state firmly and impar- 
tially, and he has not swerved from 
what he believed to be his duty for 
the sake of securing votes. 

There is no reason why there should 
be any partisan opposition to Governor 
Atkinson's. re-election. No populist vot- 
er, any more than other citizens, has 
auything to gain by opposing him. The 
republicans at the north have been 
gloating over the discovery they as- 
sume to have made that the populists 
and democrats are very bitter against 
each othere We know of no bitterness 
of that sort in Georgia, and there is 
no reason why there should be any. We 
have never seen or heard it displayed. 
It is probable that Mr. Watson has made 
a display of stage bitterness, but there 
is no foundation for such feeling. 

We repeat, there is no reason why all 
the voters. of Georgia should not unite 
in support of Governor Atkinson and the 
admirable ticket which is headed by 
his name.

A Flagrant Outrage. 

The announcement that District At- 
torney James H. Bible, of the eastern 
district of Tennessee, has found it nec- 
essary to abandon his active support of 
the democratic. ticket on account of the 
adverse position of his chief, the attor- 
ney general, is so utterly at variance 
with the spirit of our institutions as to 
arouse the indignation of every fair- 
minded citizen. .

Col. Ingersoll on the Money Question. 
Since Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll first 
loomed up as a pronounced infidel some 
twenty-five or thirty years ago he has 
never once changed his mind on the 
subject of religion. So far as his views 
on that subject are concerned his rec- 
ord: has been uncompromising and, in a 
measure, fearless. Ndét so, however, 
with his. attitude on the money ques- 
tion. In this respect, at least, the great 
infidel has undergone a marvelous con- 
version during the past few years. 

So vigorous was the manner in which 
Colonel Ingersoll expressed himself on 
the money question a short while back, 
and so emphatic the indorsement which 
he gave to the principle of free coinage, 
that not even his most intimate friend 
was prepared for the announcement 
that he would uphold the single gold 
standard in this campaign. It is never- 
theless a fact, however, that Colonel 
Ingersoll, at the earnest solicitation of 
the Mark Hanna syndicate, has decided 
to make a number of speeches between 
now and the ist of November. Of 
course, the eloquent skeptic is at liberty 
to make as many speeches as he likes. 
If he is half as wise, however, as he is 
imaginative he will be careful to avoid 
those sections of the country in which 
he lectured on “Myths and Miracles” 
several years ago. 

In that lecture, which the skeptic’s 
attitude on the money question, no less 
than his clever word painting, has ren- 
dered famous, Colonel Ingersoll under- 
took a most eloquent defense of bimetal- 
lism. Such, indeed, was the hideous 
manner in which he depicted the money 
power of the land, and the scathing 
rebuke which he administered to those 
who perpetrated the crime of 1873, that 
no one who listened to his powerful ar- 
raignment could escape the conviction 
that he was right. To show the zeal, 
however, which Colonel Ingersoll ‘dis- 
played in upholding the principle of 
free coinage, it is best to let him do his 
own speaking. : 

In the course of his lecture on “Myths 
and Miracles” he thus refers to the 
money question: ‘ 


There is no man in the United-States 
with ingenuity enough to account for 
the demonetization of silver in 1873. 
There is not one. We need altogether 
more money than we have. 

We need twice as much money per 
capita to do the business of this coun- 
try as is needed to do the business of 
any other country, and yet there is al- 
ways somebody that is crazy for fear 
there will be more currency. I want 
just all the money we.can get that is 
good, and silver is good enough for me. 
All I want of money is to pay my debts. 
Yes, sir; and I want the law to compel 
the other fellows to take what I take. 
That is good enough for me. 

I believe that every ounce of silver 
that is dug under the American flag 
should be coined free under the Ameri- 
can flag. In my country they are mostly 
on the other side. They are with the 
bankers—with the rich fellows. They 
get together and say we want gold. A 
man makes a contract to pay certain 
moneys in five years. I want a law 
so that he can pay the money when the 
contract comes due, with the money that 
Was money when he made the contract. 
I do not think the few should have the 
right to combine to increase the value 
of what people call money as against 
the debtor and in favor of the creditor. 
I want the free coinage of all the gold 
you can dig out of the mines and crey- 
ices of the rocks, and I want the free 
coinage of all the silver you can win 
from the mines of America.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


An officer in the United States army has 
recently compiled a number of interesting 
figures showing that the fighting qualities 
of a soldier depend largely upon the char- 
acter of food he eats. In proof of this 
statement he cites the recent war between 
China and Japan. The Chinese troops sub- 
sisted mainly on rice, together with what 
they could pilfer, while the Japanese sol- 
diers had rice, tinned and fresh meats, fish 
and vegetables. The meat allowance of a 
Japanese soldier is seven ounces. The 
Russian standard is sixteen ounces, the 
English twelve, the Italian eleven, French, 
Belgian, Turkish and German nine, Aus- 
trian and Spanish eight. The allowance to 
the soldiers of the United States is higher 
than any of the others, and is twenty 
ounces. The daily allowance of bread is 
highest among the Austrian troops, who 
receive thirty-two ounces, and the lowest 
is the English army, where each man is 
allowed sixteen ounces. In the United 
States army, the French army and the 
Italian army the allowance is twenty-two 
ounces. In the German army it is twenty- 
eight; in the Russian seventeen. All mod- 
ern soldiers, except the Russians, have a 
daily allowance of rice. The American 
army is the only one in the commissariat 
of which beans are an article of diet.

Next Wednesday is the regular meeting 
of the board of commissioners, and it may 
be that the proposition expected at the. ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon will be placed 
before the board at that time for its con- 
sideration and action. This, however, has 
not. been stated by any of the parties in- 
terested. 


Will the Case Be Tried?

Cooper claimed that he was not due the

It has since been intimated that the at- 
torneys of Mr. Cooper would then appear 
before Judge Candler and ask if the crimi- 
nal prosecution would not be nol prossed, 
provided the compromise with the comm!s- 
sioners could be effected. 

Judge Candler stated to the attorneys of 


Mr. Cooper that he would not consider this 


proposition at all, and that the case would 
be tried in his court before him, and the 
question of guilt would be submitted to a 
jury, and that the jury would pass upon 
his guilt or innocence as tle case might be.

The long talked of report of the commit- 
tee was made to the council yesterday and 
just as forecasted: in Sunday’s Constitu- 
tion the report is an interesting and very 
lively document. Sexton Clayton is han- 
dled with gloves off by the committee and | 
his administration is held up as corrupt 
and disgraceful to the city. 

The sexton is accused of many irregulart- 
ties and misdoings, and Chairman Wood- 
ward, of the cemetery committee, stated 
that every single charge made against 
Clayton could be substantiated in the 
courts. The alderman reviewed the work 
of investigation of the booKs and accounts 
of the sexton and his report showed in de- 
tail the many instances in which Clayton 
is alleged to have mulcted the city, appro- 
priating its material, using the time of the 
city’s employes, committing acts of van- 
dalism at the cemetery, taking the city's 
coal for his personal use, cutting down 
many fine trees in the cemetery and haul- 
ing the wood of the same to his home, re- 


tery to another, for which he’ was paid, 
and doing many other things calculated to 
bring the office in disrepute.

Prison Committee’s Report. 

“Atlanta, Ga... October 5, 18%.—To the 
Honorable Mayor and General Council: In 
pursuance of the request of the mayor, 
your committee on prisons have made as 
thorough an investigation of the stockade, 
the manner of treating prisoners while con- 
fined there, and the manner in which they 
are taken to the police headquarters, and 
from there to the stockade, as they have 
been able to do, and beg leave to submit 
the following report: . 

“1. We find that prisoners are carried to 
the police headquarters in a patrol wagon, 
on a cushioned seat. If, for drunkenness 
or other cause, they cannot sit up, they 
are made to lie down, so that there is no 
possibility of their’ being injured in the 
wagon. 

“2. We find that prisoners are carried 
from the station house to the stockade in 
a closed wagon that seats comfortably 
eight grown persons, and we are informed 
that very seldom are more than this num- 
ber put in the wagon at a time, but some- 
times when the prisoners are boys, more 
have been placed in it. 

“3. We have visited the stockade twice, 
once in the daytime, while the prisoners 
were out at work, and once at night, when 
they were all in the prison, both of. our 
visits having been made without notice of 
the fact of our coming. 


What They Eat. 


“At the time of our first visit supper was 
being prepared, and we made a thorough 
examination of the prison and its sur- 
roundings. Your committee found the cook- 
rcom very clean, no sign of anything ob- 
jectionable appearing there, the range and 
all the cooking utensils being scrupu- 
lously clean, and the supper consisted of 
well-cooked cornbread and friend bacon of 
the best quality. The same was served in 
tin pans, cn long tables, in the prison yard 
under a shed, and the pans were thorough- 
Ty clean. 

“The rooms the prisoners sleep in are 
well ventilated by large windows on each 
side. The partition that separates the 
male from the female departments extends 
nearly to the ceiling, which is very high. 
Where it stops a lattice work fills out the 
space to the ceiling so as to allow the air 
to pass through, which makes perfect ven- 
tilation. These apartments are scoured 
every morning ané@ were found to be clean. 
Each prisoner is furnished with a mattress 
so as to make a bed upon the floor and as 
much covering as {fs necessary to keep 
them comfortable. The bedticks aré 
emptied once a week and washed. We ex- 
amined these beds and found no vermin 
upon any of them. It is not improbable 
that there are vermin, occasionally at 
least, at the stockade, but when the class 
of people that inhabit this place is borne 
in mind the same“%is not unusual or extra- 
ordinary. 

“4. At the time df our night visit we went 
fnto the hall and listened for some time at 
the conversation of the prisoners, hearing

State Chemist Issues Valuable Infor- 
mation on the Question. 

State Chemist Payne has just issued a 
valuable bulletin concerning fertilizers and 
their use in Georgia. The state chemist 
does this under the supervision of Hon. R. 
T. Nesbitt, the state commissioner of ag- 
riculture, It is an able and interesting 


| document, presenting a great deal of valu- 
| able information on this subject.

The laws govefning the inspection of fer- 
tilizers. are given in detail. The state 
chemist, in his report to the commissioner, 
shows that during the season there have 
been made by the department 1,681 anayses. 
These food stuffs, especially cream of tar- 
tar, have been analyzed in various styles. 
A large variety of subjects are discussed, 
formulas for fertilizers are given, injurious 
insects are discussed. 

There is a very valuable chapter on cot- 
ton, showing not only the quantity of cot- 
ton produced in the different countries in 
the world, but the manner of production, 
and giving many valuable hints to the pro- 
ducers. <A study of the report impresses 
one with the importance of the department 
and of the work done by the state chemist 
and his assistants,
